NAZIS ROUND UP 
PARISIAN JEWS 


6.000 “ Dissidents” Removed 
To Concentration Camps; 
Trouble Reported 


VICHY, Aug. 21 
In a fiv e-hour 
roundup of the entire w ork ing- 
class area surrounding the site of 
the ancient bastille. German-ccm- 
trolled authorities in P aris today 
arrested 6,000 non-A ryan “dissi­ 
dents,” according to word receiv ­ 
ed from Vichy. 
The sw eeping raids encom passed 
the whole, l i t h A rondissem ent in 
the eastren section of the form er 
capital, bounded on one side by 
the historic Place De L a Republi- 
que and on the other by Pere La- 
chaise cem etery *— the 
“P otte r’s 
Field” of Fanis. 
News of the arrests, published 
officially by the P aris press, fol­ 
lowed w idespread reports of un­ 
rest am ong Jew ish, anti-N azi ele­ 
m ents in v arious parts of France.

Dally Telegraph, in a Vichy dis­ 
patch, 
estim ated

o pening called the glo ttis. 
The 
length o f the glo ttis in the adult 
male av erages 1.8 c.m., and in the 
female, 1.2 c.m. 
Speech is co mpo sed o f funda­ 
mentals called v o wels and co nso ­ 
nants. As speech pro ceeds, there 
is a co nstant shifting o f these 
so unds which depend fo r their 
mo dificatio n upo n the shape o f the 
reso unding cav ities.

There are fo ur phy sical pro p. 
erties o f speech which make it 
characteristic: 
pitch, 
intensity , 
timing and timbre. 
Pitch is the co mpass o f the 
v o ice. It go es thro ugh and po ints 
the way . 
Intensity depends o n the pres­ 
sure o f the air belo w the glo ttis 
made by the air co ming up fro m 
the chest. A simile wo uld be made 
with a bo x er when he finds a place 
to land o n his o ppo nent— that is 
pitch. The amo unt o f energy be­ 
hind the blo w is intensity . 
Timing is o f the utmo st impo r­ 
tance in the effectiv eness o f any 
kind o f speech. The emo tio n be­ 
hind the speech is sho wn in the 
timing. Rapidity is fo r co nv ey ing 
ex citement, and fo r abrupt co m­ 
mand; deliberatio n is emphasis in 
argument. 
President Ro o sev elt, 
as an o rato r, has it all: pitch, in­ 
tensity , timbre and timing, but the 
grea t effectiv eness o f his o rato ry 
certainly lies in his timing. 
Timbre depends v ery largely o n 
the size o f the glo ttis and o n the 
amo unt o f air space in the sinuses 


aro und the no se and the upper 
jaw. These cav ities in the upper 
jaw fo rm a so rt o f so unding bo ard 
which giv e the characteristic ele­ 
ments and perso nality to the v o ice. 
By their timbre, y o u reco gnize v a­ 
rio us indiv iduals o v er the tele­ 
pho ne. 
All these elements can be culti­ 
v ated best by practice and imita­ 
tio n rather than fo rmal instruc­ 
tio n. A great deal o f fo rmal in­ 
structio n giv en by v o ice and sing­ 
ing teachers is bad. The breath 
co ntro l which singing teachers in­ 
sist o n, which co nsists in thro wing 
the breath stream against the pal­ 
ate o r facial bo nes to pro duce a 
particular so und, is entirely un­ 
scientific, since the air is go v erned 
by the lary ngeal muscles and 
passed to the reso nating cav ities. 
The result o f this teaching is 
usually a thro aty effect. 


Co ntro lled by Mind 
In v o ice pro ductio n the mind 
still co ntro ls the mechanism. The 
singer when so unding a no te o f 
certain pitch, must hav e a mental 
image o f that no te. 
The go o d 
singer kno ws ho w to bring abo ut 
first a mental adjustment, and 
then a phy sical adjustment to pro ­ 
duce the to ne desired. 
Singing 
teachers are co ming to ask adv ice 
fro m specialists in thro at medi­ 
cine, ind with the pressure o f the 
mo dern age, the medical pro fes­ 
sio n is reawakening to an interest 
in this subject which has beco me 
so clo se to o ur daily liv es.

How Movies and Radio Help Human Voice 


FATIGUE 
S 
TUDIES in fatigue carried on in a Brit­ 
ish laboratory indicate that the skill­ 
ed worker shows it first in faulty timing. 
The muscles do 
not co-ordinate quite so 
well. 
Then he begins to lose his critical 
sense. 
He ends by thinking the poorer 
work is the best he has done. 
In the 
faulty timing stage, he’s not so likely to 
make wrong moves as to make right ones 
at w rong times. 
If someone tries then to 
hold him to right timing, he’s likely to 
make really bad mistakes. 
Most people skilful either with hands 
or brains are apt to know' this in a half­ 
conscious but practical way, though they 
may not be conversant with the theory. “I 
can’t move fast when I’m tired,” says the 
housewife. O r; “If anyone crosses my 
path when I’m tired I run into something 
and spill things.” 
“ I thought the ending 
of that story was the best thing I’ve done 
yet,” says the author. “ But here’s a letter 
from the publisher telling me the last two 
chapters are rotten, better do them over 
again.’ 
It's a very good idea to plan the day 
and its labors so that on general principles 
the work can be done before any serious 
fatigue sets in. The ten or twenty minute 
recess for the ice cream soda or the cup of 
tea, the walk-around or the lie-down starts 
the worker out fresh and minimizes the 
chance of accident. 


NEW NATIONAL DEFENSE BOARD 
After Roosevelt gets out of the glam­ 
our of international affairs and settles 
down to mundane domesticity, one of the 
first problems waiting on his 4esk is an 
effort to end wrangling between the OPM 
and OPACS. 
This wrangle is 
over the question of 
priorities 
for 
national 
defense.

Congress passed the

spring, it divided authority between the 
Office of Production Management, wiiich 
is Knudsen-IIillman and the Office of 
Price

Civilian 
Supply, 
which 
is 
Leon Henderson. 
Since then they have 
been at odds over which agency w as to do 
w hat; which was to cut the production of 
automobiles, which was to allocate steel, 
copper, etc. 
Finally, just before Roosevelt left to 
see Churchill, the President asked several 
White House advisers to 
formulate 
a 
“ working agreement” to end the contro­ 
versy. 
Their report now awaits his decision. It 
consists of a device dear to the Roosevelt 
heart— a new’ commission. Herbert Hoover 
created many commissions in his day, but 
Roosevelt long ago surpassed him. 
The confidential plan is a seven-man 
board consisting of Secretaries Knox, Stim­ 
son, and Morgenthau, plus OPM ’s Knud- 
sen and Hillman, plus OPACS’s Hender­ 
son. Chairman will be Henry Wallace, 
w’hich makes the second big job given him 
— quite a change from the days wheji a 
Vice President’s sole duty was going out 
to dinner 
or striking 
blows for liberty 
round a Senate refrigerator.

where there used to be one or two, 
are am bitious to succeed in some 
line of industry which requires 
this form of cultivation. 
The voice is produced by the 
vocal cords, when air is forced 
over them, and they are draw n 
sufficiently together to leave a fine 
opening called the glottis. 
The 
length of the glottis in the adult 
male averages 1.8 c.m., and in the 
female, 1.2 c.m. 
Speech is composed of funda­ 
m entals called vowels and conso­ 
nants. As speech proceeds, there 
is a constant shifting of these 
sounds which depend for their 
modification upon the shape of the 
resounding cavities. 
When the 
sounds are continuous, they are 
called continuants, and when the 
sound stream is interrupted, they 
are called stops. 


Physical Properties 
There are four physical prop­ 
erties of speech which make it 
characteristic*, 
pitch, 
intensity, 
tim ing and tim bre. 
Pitch is the compass of the 
voice. It goes through and points 
the w ay. 
Intensity depends on the pres­ 
sure of the air below the glottis 
made by the air coming up from 
the chest. A simile would be made 
with a boxer when he finds a place 
to land on his opponent—that is 
pitch. The am ount of energy be­ 
hind the blow is intensity. 
Tim ing is of the utm ost Impor­ 
tance in the effectiveness of any 
kind of speech. The emotion be­ 
hind the speech is shown in the 
tim ing. Rapidity is for conveying 
excitement, and for abrupt com­ 
m and; deliberation is em phasis in 
argum ent. 
P resident Roosevelt, 
as an orator, has it all: pitch, in­ 
tensity, tim bre and tim ing, but the 
g rea t effectiveness of his oratory 
certainly lies in his tim ing. 
Tim bre depends very largely on 
the size of the glottis and on the 
am ount of air space in the sinuses 


around the nose and the upper 
jaw . These cavities in the upper 
jaw form a sort of sounding board 
which give the characteristic ele­ 
m ents and personality to the voice. 
By their timbre, you recognize va­ 
rious individuals over the tele­ 
phone. 
All these elements can be culti­ 
vated best by practice and im ita­ 
tion rath er than form al instruc­ 
tion. A groat deal of form al in­ 
struction given by voice and sing­ 
ing teachers is bad. The breath 
control w'hich singing teachers in­ 
sist on, which consists in throw ing 
the breath stream against the pal­ 
ate or facial bones to produce a 
particular sound, is entirely un­ 
scientific, since the air is governed 
by the laryngeal 
muscles and 
passed to the resonating cavities. 
The result of this teaching is 
usually a throaty effect. 


Controlled by Mind 
In voice production the mind 
still controls the mechanism. The 
singer when sounding a note of 
certain pitch, m ust have a m ental 
image of th a t note. 
The good 
singer knows how to bring about 
first a mental adjustm ent, and 
then a physical adjustm ent to pro­ 
duce the tone desired. 
Singing 
teachers are coming to ask advice 
from specialists in th ro at medi­ 
cine, And with the pressure of the 
modern age, the medical profes­ 
sion is reawakening to an interest 
in this subject which has become 
so close to our daily lives.
